We now know from the testimony 


of Generals Bradley, Collins and 
Vandenberg that the joint chiefs not 
only had not initiated the dismissal, 
but that they were not consulted 
until after the decision was taken.

Truman, 


General Marshall, Dean Acheson, 
Averell Harriman and Bradley. 
Absent were the joint chiefs of 
staff, Collins, Admiral Sherman 
and Vandenberg. Bradley is an 
impartial chairman of this body 
without vote and without actual 
chief of staff functions. 


NO MEMBER of the chiefs of 


staff will say that he gave out the 
false statement or that he knows 
who did. It was done by a Pentagon 
spokesman. 


This is a device of American 


journalism that should be abandon- 
ed because it increases the possibil- 
ity of falsehood in the news. What 
is a Pentagon spokesman, or a 
White House spokesman, or any 
other kind of spokesman?

ing full responsibility to the pro- 
vider of the information. 


Sometimes I am told that the 


quotations in this column are too 
long and too numerous, Yet, I feel 
that a quotation is better journal- 
ism that a paraphrase because it 
is more accurate. Also there are 
other men who are as wise as this 
columnist and their ideas might be 
even better phrased and often are. 


Similarly, when a press agent

The reader alone ought to count 


in the journalism of a free people. 
Protecting politicians by the deyice 
of the "spokesman" is not pro- 
viding the reader with an essential 
and accurate fact, the source of 
the news. 


As Lawrence wrote: 
"Sometimes it takes a month or 


more to catch up with official pro- 
paganda and demonstrate some of 
its untruth. By that time impres- 
sions and prejudices have been 
formed and the propaganda has 
taken effect. Yet, in the interest of 
truthful reporting, the inaccuracies 
and misleading statements have to 
be exposed, no matter when the 
facts become available." 


Firecrackers At The Finish 


There is much to condemn in the session of 


the State Legislature just closed in a bedlam of 
firecrackers and wise cracks. 


It was run by politicians from the start. The 


result was the most conference committees in 
the legislature's history. The members seemed 
to be content to let a handful of the old-liners 
do their thinking for them, and then ratify the 
decisions at the proper time.

ment comes back in votes. But it is equally true 
that they were necessary under present condi- 
tions. 


No one is going to raise a memorial to the 


legislature. It did, however, find time between 
trips to the free snack bar to vote a few pieces 
of worthwhile legislation.

First Aid To Race Probers 


A legislative committee is taking a look-see at 


New York race tracks to see how racing oper- 
ates. We are glad to offer some help In obtain- 
ing the (acts of life at horse ovals. 


The contests are for horses bred for speed and 


for racing addicts bred for endurance, gullibil- 
ity and erroneous deductions. 


The horses run from five and a half furlongs 


to a mile and three-quarters. 
The fans run 


much farther. A horse pops an osselete, bows 
a tendon, or breaks a leg and has to be retired. 
A bettor can suffer all four without weakening. 


Horses begin racing at the age of three and 


usually are through at the age of eight. A race 
•addict rarely seems to develop beyond the age of 
three and is through only when in the hands of 
eight pallbearers, seven of whom are still listen- 
ing for inside information that he may yet snap 
out of it and stage an upset. 


A race horse lives on choice oats and selected 


hay. A bettor should live so well!

WASHINGTON, June i M»—Two 


broad new powers were given 
American cities yesterday by the 
Supreme Court before it adjourned 
{or its summer recess. 


First, the high tribunal by a 5-4 


vote said municipalities may re- 
quire employes to take oaths that 
they are loyal to state and federal 
governments. 


Next, the court by a 8-3 vote 


said cities may bar doorbell ring- 
ing by magazine salesmen, book 
agents and other peddlers. 


In other actions, the court: 
Ruled 6 to 3 that suits for dam- 


ages under federal civil rights laws 
may not be sustained against per- 
sons who break up political meet- 
ings. In effect the court said such 
acts may violate state criminal 
laws but do not fall under federal 
civil rights laws, designed mainly 
to protect "equality" under the 
law. 


Decided 5 to 1 to review an or- 


der by the U.S. Court of Appeals 
here seeking to force the govern- 
ment to turn over to the R. Stan- 
ley Dollar interests 68 million dol- 
lars in stock of the American Pres- 
ident steamship lines. The court 
refused to overrule Chief Justice 
Vmson's order staying a Court of 
Appeals decision holding Secretary 
of Commerce Charles Sawyer and 
eight other officials in contempt of 
court for failing to surrender ef- 
fective control of the stock. Thus 
the court will review next term 
the whole long, bitter dispute be- 
tween the government and the Dol- 
lar interests over control of the 
stock.
